EPIDEMIOLOGY 


Acute Communicable Disease Service 


This disease should special interest all 
health officers since was first reported 1932 
group from the New York City Health Department, 
who noted the occurrence unusual number 
deaths several hospitals babies under one month 
age. 

This syndrome characterized diarrhea, dehy- 
dration, toxicity and very high mortality. 

The etiological agent still unknown. Early reports 
favored bacterial agents the shigella, colon, proteus 
groups, and even fungi have been implicated. More 
recently the work Light and Hodes Baltimore 
and Buddingh and Dodd the middle west has 
favored the filterable agents the pathogen. The lat- 
ter have isolated from stools and throat washings 
sick infants—a virus which when innoculated into the 
cornea young rabbits neutralized the undiluted 
serum recovered infants. 

The mode spread and the portal entry are not 
known. The incubation period has been estimated 
vary from two days, but two seven days the 
most probable limit. 

Geographically the disease found the north 
temperate climate and most prevalent during the 
fall and winter seasons. Summer outbreaks are 
unknown. 

There distinction for sex color among the 
victims this malady. 

Both breast-fed and formula-fed groups have been 
attacked, but even breast-fed babies have bottle liquids 
the first few days life.

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DIARRHEA THE NEWBORN’ 


Morbidity within nurseries varies from 
percent. Prematures are more susceptible than full 
term infants. 


Case mortality averages percent overall 
figure, but rates percent and higher are not 
uncommon. 

California the disease was first known the 
Department Public Health 1932. Several out- 
breaks were studied 1940 when the disease was 
made reportable. 


SEASONAL DISTRIBUTION 


the years 1941 1946, 571 cases have been 
reported with 181 deaths. The seasonal distribution 
favors the winter months. Four hundred seventy-one 
the cases were under four weeks old. Eighty-four hos- 
pitals counties have been involved, and some 
institutions have suffered repeated outbreaks this 
disorder. There urban predominance the 
reported cases. 

There were 171 cases reported 1946 with 
deaths. illustrate the poor status our reporting, 
investigation one hospital, where four cases and 
four deaths were known, turned cases and 
deaths. 

The disease attacks children beyond the neonatal 
period and seen the pediatric wards well the 
nurseries. Close liaison the health officers with the 
various hospitals this area necessary obtain 
prompt recognition the disease that control 
measures may enforced. 

The virus research unit the Division Labora- 
tories now engaged search for the causative 
agent this disease. The prompt reporting all cases 
will facilitate the procurement proper specimens, 
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and more certain control measures should result from 
any knowledge about the etiological agent. 


CLINICAL ASPECTS

The first cases often develop insidiously that 
the possibility epidemic diarrhea often not initi- 
ally considered, particularly since number factors 
may influence the stools the early neonatal period. 

This difficulty establishing diagnosis presents 
problem control epidemic diarrhea the new- 
born and makes essential that suspected cases, 
defined the working definition adopted the State 
Department Public Health, isolated and reported 
promptly required Section 2564 the 
Communicable Disease Regulations. 

First symptoms are listlessness, fretfulness, 
rapid weight loss. The temperature usually normal 
but may elevated. Stools are watery, with frequently 
watery ring around the stool, greenish bright 
yellow, and usually contain mucous, pus, blood. 
The noisy, rapid expulsion large liquid stool 
characteristic considered almost pathog- 
nomonic. Weight loss, dehydration, prostration, and 
acidosis rapidly develop from this loss body fluids 
and salts. There are characteristic pathological 
findings. 


PROMPT CONTROL MEASURES 


Diarrhea the newborn requires prompt admin- 
istrative and medical measures for control. Suspected 
cases should promptly isolated. two more cases 
new infants shall admitted the nursery. 
This may seem drastic step, but better take 
early rather than late. 

Three separate units are needed, each with 
separate nursing staff for: 

infants—in isolation. 

Exposed infants, who should have public health 
nursing home follow-up upon dismissal. 

Subsequent newborn admissions new unit 

from the contaminated area. 

careful survey should made seek cause 
outbreak investigating: 

Attending adult personnel for respiratory infec- 
tion diarrhea which may milder form. 

Procedures for isolating mothers with diarrhea 
and their infants. 

Formula technique, especially sterilization 
bottles and nipples returned from pediatrics and iso- 
lation, and immersion and adequate boiling nipples. 
Adequate sterilization nipples appears highly impor- 
tant view the stomatitis often found these 
eases and Buddingh and Dodd’s work isolating 
virus from mouth cultures well from stools.

TREATMENT 


Treatment directed primarily correcting bio- 
chemical changes due dehydration, loss body salts 
electrolytes and acidosis, and consists 


Plasma whole blood intravenously (10-20 
for all serious cases with shock dehydration. 

Fasting reduce peristalsis. food water 
mouth for least 24-48 hours longer until 
watery stools are passed. 

Fluid and salt replacement and maintenance 
intravenously sodium lactate-Ring- 
er’s solution and glucose solution percent intraven- 
ously percent glucose subcutaneously. The use 
replace potassium well other salts. avoid 
potassium intoxication the use this solution, 
should given after measures employed shock have 
produced recovery circulation the rate injection 
should slow, and dose should not over 
continues. 

Vitamins suitable for parenteral use may 
added parenteral fluids one-fourth one-half 
adult dosage. 

Feedings are started slowly with equal parts 
percent glucose and Ringer’s solution, gradually re- 
placing with boiled skimmed milk diluted equally with 
boiled water, breast milk, skimmed lactic acid milk. 
Gradual increase whole milk and carbohydrates 
until regular formula reached. 

Sulfonamides. definite evidence value. 
May used provided major emphasis treatment 
replacement fluids and electrolytes. 


HOSPITAL PROCEDURES 


Mary ANDERSON, R.N., Nursing Consultant 


important stress the need for standardiza- 
tion nursery techniques each hospital. find 
the nurse-patient ratio still greatly depleted most 
hospitals; therefore, attempt stimulate nursing 
staffs analyze their own problems and encourage 
them make the best use nursing time suggesting 
improved but simplified, and whenever possible, less 
time-consuming methods giving infant care. 


The basis principles are: 

The maintenance individual technique. 
Maintenance body heat. 

Freedom from infection. 

Provision proper tools. 


Some essentials necessary maintain consistently 
good individualized nursing care are: 
Adequate spacing infants nurseries. 


Sufficient quantities bed and body linens and 
other sterile supplies. 
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Separate small equipment such individual 
thermometers, ete. 


Careful hand washing between care each 
infant. 


Avoidance exposure infection. 


SPECIAL PRECAUTIONS 


Because the newborn’s susceptibility infec- 
tion, special precautions are needed order avoid 
possible sources from the outside well inside the 
hospital. 

All personnel with symptoms upper respiratory 
gastro-intestinal disturbance should excluded 
from the maternity unit and mainly from nurseries 
and formulae room. 

Better screening mothers admission impor- 
tant. history diarrhea just prior admis- 
sion obtained, the nurse should accept the responsi- 
bility notifying the doctor and prepare ‘‘set-up’’ 
for delivery room other than the ‘‘clean delivery 
room.’’ She may use the room which the patient has 
been admitted. 


The newborn should not taken the clean 
nursery; but should placed observation 
isolation nursery—or isolation mother and infant 
together private room—preferably off the mater- 
nity unit. The method in’’ arrangement 
could suggested. 

Visitors should recognized hazard and 
should strictly controlled husband mother being 
the only privileged people and even they should 
barred evidence any type infection such the 
common cold, exists. 


Maintenance body heat and avoidance contact 
father other member the family while trans- 
porting the newborn from delivery room nursery 
must observed. 

sufficient supply sterilized suction bulbs, 
oxygen masks must provided order have indi- 
vidualization small equipment for keeping air 
passages free from mucous. 

suggested that every effort made encour- 
age more breast feeding, not only because mothers milk 
conceded the best milk for young baby but 
also because well recognized that artificial feeding 

Formulae preparation should carried out 
accordance with the technique adopted the State 
Board Public Health. This given detail the 
Manual Standards for Maternity Hospitals. 

Routine policies and procedure should formu- 
lated the medical and nursing staff. These should 
written and posted the nursery. New personnel 
should have adequate instruction with emphasis not 


only what do, and why it’s done; but also how 
it. 

ante-room should provided which doctors, 
nurses, other personnel may scrub their hands and 
don caps, masks and gown before entering nursery. 


CROSS INFECTION PREVENTION 


prevent cross infection the nursery, nothing 
that touches one baby should come contact with 
another. Hand washing (preferably under running 
water) before and after handling infants bedding 
especially important. Care should given the 
infant’s bassinet. Individual equipiment should 
infant’s bedside, freely moveable cart order 
promote individual bassinet care the old-type 
equipment use. 

the technique used, avoid contact 
the nurse’s gown proper methods handling 
and providing extra blanket, spoken 

Complete care fewer infants should assigned 
each nurse preference the line’’ type 
care that frequently observed, such undressing 
infants one nurse, weighing another, tem- 
perature taking another, which indicates greater 
hazard possible contact than when smaller groups 
are assigned care. 


better method charting necessary, particu- 
larly recording type, number and consistency 
stools throughout the hours. 

Carriers, used for transportation, must pro- 
vided with sheets proper protection for each infant. 

Superintendents hospitals should encouraged 
seek the help health agencies. Referral especially 
the premature infant infant who had been sick 
would offer continuity service members the 
munity. The public health nurse could tre- 
mendous value helping the mother adjust the new 
baby life his home, besides being able interpret 
the doctor’s orders and also can encourage the mother 
continue her health supervision explaining the 
need returning for medical examination not only 
herself but also the need for continuous medical 
supervision and need for immunization her child.

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INTENSIVE X-RAY PROGRAM UNDERTAKEN 
CHINATOWN 


intensive tuberculosis casefinding program spon- 
sored the local Tuberculosis and Health Association 
and the San and State Departments Pub- 
lic Health has been launched the Chinatown area 
San Francisco. 

The Chinatown program prolonged survey 
the residents that area. Community leaders, 
local physicians, are participating the 
project. 

X-ray equipment provided the Tuberculosis 
Service the State Department Public Health has 
been set the Chinese Hospital and chest plates 
are being taken five days weekly. The X-ray technician 
has been supplied the tuberculosis association. 

Local physicians are participating referring 
patients the X-ray center. 

Epidemiology being done the public health 
nurses the San Francisco Health Department. 

Chinatown has long been area high tubercu- 
losis incidence. The mortality rate there last year was 
reported 138.9 deaths per 100,000 population. Death 
rate from tuberculosis for the entire city San Fran- 
cisco the same period was 48. 


FIELD TRAINING FOR HEALTH EDUCATORS 


Five local health departments have been selected 
for field training for graduate students health educa- 
tion. The departments, selected because the caliber 
their programs, are: Richmond, Oakland, San Jose, 
Santa Barbara County and Los Angeles City. 

Twelve students from the University California, 
two from the University Minnesota, and one from 
Yale University will assigned these departments 
for supervised field training health education dur- 
ing the summer months. Supervision students will 
health educators employed the local depart- 
ments. Consultation will given the faculty the 
University California, School Public Health, and 
the staff the Bureau Health Education.

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DEPARTMENT INAUGURATES PILOT-PLAN 
TUMOR REGISTRY 


July the Disease Service the 
Department Public Health will inaugurate tumor 
record registry voluntary, pilot-basis selected 
California hospitals. Purposes the registry are to: 

Determine the extent cancer morbidity the 

State. 

Permit statistical-epidemiological studies. 

Supply leads for clinical and laboratory 

research. 

Facilitate follow-up patients. 

Evaluate therapy and the cancer control pro- 

gram. 

Furnish information value for professional 

and lay education. 


The program has been endorsed the Cancer Com- 
mission the California Medical Association and will 
carried out consultation with that organization. 
committee has been designated the Association 
California Hospitals act liaison with the hospitals 
the development the registry. Details concerning 
forms and procedures have been presented meetings 
the California Association Medical Record 
Librarians. 

response question the Director Public 
Health concerning the liability reporting agencies 
under the program, the Attorney General Califor- 
nia has ruled that none would incurred. His opinion 
reads part, ‘‘It would the interests society 
and would serve great and compelling purpose 
inal, would attach the reporting the desired infor- 
mation the Department Public 

Selection hospitals for participation the pilot- 
phase the registry will based the following 
factors: 

Willingness cooperate five-year back log 
study (1942-1946) well maintaining the regis- 
try current basis from 1947 on. 

Assurance reporting substantial number 
that forms and procedures will thoroughly 
tested. 

Inclusion hospitals representing different 
types ownership, size, record system, 
area and the kinds patients admitted. 

Funds will made available from the State De- 
partment Public Health cooperating hospitals for 
employment personnel necessary initiate the 
program. 

Statistical analyses the experience the indi- 
vidual reporting hospitals with cancer will fur- 
nished the Department Public Health them. 


EATING HABIT SURVEY CONDUCTED 
SAN FRANCISCO SCHOOL 


eating habit survey recently conducted all 
classes San Francisco elementary school revealed 
that most the children were very poor diet. The 
survey was conducted with the assistance the nutri- 
tionist and the local health department. 

Children were getting enough eat terms 
but were not getting enough the foods neces- 
sary for growth. Many the children were not getting 
sufficient milk and the consumption fruits and 
vegetables was very low. 

was found that ham, pork, and chicken were the 
meats most commonly used, and these are relatively 
more expensive than other meats, their constant use 
may eliminate other protective foods. Dinner was 
found the poorest meal from the standpoint 
food value, and balance food textures and flavors. 

Nutrition surveys such help teachers and 
parents determine trends food consumption, and 
serve guide for selection principles empha- 
sized nutrition teaching and planning the school 
lunch. 

The effectiveness the nutritional program the 
school can evaluated repetition the food 
habits survey.

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TERMINATION DATE FOR EMIC PROGRAM 
SET CONGRESS 


The Emergency Maternal and Infant Care Program 
has been terminated the Congress June 30, 
1947. 


This brings close, with the exceptions noted 
below, wartime measure instituted provide 
maternal and infant for the families enlisted 
men serving the four lower pay grades the armed 
forces. 

The program, which had been operation since 
1943 was administered the State Health Department 
through local agencies. 

Beginning July 1947, services will provided 
under the program for all maternity and infant cases 
eligible for care the termination date, whether 
not they have already applied for this aid. 

Services following the termination date will pro- 
vided the expected date confinement, deter- 
mined the physician, 280 days less from 
June 30. 

Through March 1947, 103,473 had been 
authorized receive care under About per- 
cent these cases were maternity and percent infant 

Over 350 hospitals and maternity homes, and more 
than 4,000 physicians have participated the 
program. 

the basis monthly data maternity cases 
completed, the average number days hospitaliza- 
tion the last quarter 1944 was 9.6 days, while 
the last quarter 1946 was 7.9 days. The average 
number days hospitalization for maternity cases 
completed between October, 1944, through December, 
1946, was 8.8 days. These data include days hos- 
pitalization for complications pregnancy well 
delivery. 


During recent months infant cases were relatively 
more significant the program. Approximately one- 
quarter the new cases authorized during the first 
three months 1947 were for infant cases. 


LABORATORY METHODS STANDARIZED 


Cooperating nation-wide program for the 
development standard methods industrial hygiene 
laboratories, the Bureau Adult Health working 
the development standard method for the deter- 
mination fluorine various types samples. 

The project part program sponsored the 
American Conference Governmental Industrial 
Hygienists. 


TWO LARGE FOOD POISONING OUTBREAKS 
REPORTED MAY 


More than people were involved two large 
food poisoning outbreaks May. 

Orange County people were stricken fol- 
lowing potluck picnic. Salmonella organisms were 
recovered from the stools one the patients. Sus- 
pected source the infection was home-made ice 
The individual who made the ice cream reports 
that was ill while prepared it. 

The second outbreak the month was Merced 
County where food poisoning were reported 
labor camp. Boiled tongue sandwiches were the 
suspected source infection. 

With the hot summer months already here, danger 
food poisoning other areas the State obvious. 
Although true that large number stomach 
upsets which occur during summer months are incor- 
rectly labeled ‘‘food poisoning’’ the public, staphy- 
and salmonella poisonings are still impor- 
tant public health problem. 

Salmonella infections can most effectively pre- 
vented through strict sanitation all food handling 
establishments. This should include not only the provi- 
sion hand-washing facilities, but strict 
their use. Rodent control procedures should also 
instituted. 


Sources staphylococcal poisoning are varied 
that little the way precise preventive procedures 
can undertaken with the assurance success. Gen- 
eral measures which may applied include refrigera- 
tion all custards, and prohibition employees with 
skin infections from work near foods. 


EXTENSION CANCER COURSE 


The University California Medical School has 
announced course the smear technique for the 
diagnosis cancer the uterus, stomach, urinary 
tract and lungs and gynecological and obstetrical 
pathology. Instruction will given August 4-15, 1947, 
under the direction Stacy Mettier, M.D., and the 
general chairmanship Herbert Traut, M.D. 

Eligibles include pathologists, cytologists, research- 
ers, and all others who are interested learning use 
the smear technique for the diagnosis cancer 
various parts the body. 

Laboratory work the afternoons will cover: 
smears, technique making, staining and storing, 
their interpretation.

EXPERIMENTER REPORTS HOUSEFLY 
CONTROL WITH DDT 


experimental study demonstrating the effective- 
ness DDT the control houseflies dairies and 
restaurants was recently reported Public Health 

this experiment, DDT was proved 
the control houseflies when employed not only for 
residual spray treatment dairies and restaurants, 
but also DDT impregnated strings hung small 
food shops, and dilute spray, used kill emerging 
adult flies alley garbage station and industrial 


When dairy barns and outbuildings were treated 
with emulsion the rate 
200 mg. per square foot, satisfactory fly control for 
period three months was achieved. 


restaurants, 74% emulsion applied ceilings 
and walls dining rooms the rate 200 mg. per 
square foot gave excellent fly control for three more 
months. 

interesting feature the study was the use 
feet DDT impregnated cord which was hung 
replacement for electric light pull cords, along 
chains suspended display shelves, and from the ceil- 
ings where the cord would accessible flies. This 
procedure was tried small food and ice cream shops 
and gave good control when fly populations were not 
excessive. 


DEFENDANTS CONDEMNED CANDY 
CASE SENTENCED 


Five individuals who last fall were charged with 
the felony diverting condemned Army candy 
retail markets each received sentences one year 
the San Francisco County jail. The defendants, how- 
ever, have been placed two-year probation term. 

Original action was taken the San Francisco 
Municipal Court information supplied the State 
Bureau Food and Drug Inspections. (California’s 
Health, October 31, 1947). that time was disclosed 
that 13,420 tons candy collected from Army stores 
the Pacific, which had become worm infested and 
had been sold salvage firm under contract 
that the material was denatured with fish oil and 
sold for animal food. The individuals who purchased 
the material resold commercial candy distributors. 
Only the are known have been converted into 
animal food.
